Sorao time afte 
Dayiu removed his wife to St. Louis 
placing her in charge of the Sistora o: 
Charity until 187U. 


Ho then took her from theaajlum am 


a few days Inter Mrs'. Davis was found 
wandoriug alone near BuHoview, 111. She 
was taken bnck to St. Louis and placed 
in St. Vincent'a institute, where she haa 
remained ever since. JJavia. after get- 


ng rid of his wifo, placed his little 
aughter with people in Stockton named 


AUUliBWB, and uho was brought up in 
he belief that her mother was dead. 


John T. Davis, the huoband, pros- 


pered in tha meantime, and ia now worth 
flOQ.UOO, owning a vaafr, property in tho 
San Joacjuin valley and Han LuisObispo 
county. 
When the lunatics in care of 


the Sisters of Charity at St. Louis wore 
turned over to St. Vincent's insti-

the mother superior was found, and tha 
institute last fall demanded a reasonable 
sum from Davis for hia wife's maintain- 
once. Davis cffered a check for $000, 
hut the o(r«r waa rejected and a euit fol- 
lowed. 


In 188!) Davis was married by contract 


to Miss Catherine E. Greby of Went 
Berkeley. Boon after Davis deserted his 
contract wife und she has brought suit 
against him for $75,000, which is now 
ponding in tho superior court at Stock- 
ton. It is fitnted that Davis' real pame 
is Mordecal Yuticil, which ho doea not 
deny, and that he left Modesto, III., 
under a cloud. In 1881 Davis wan con- 
victed of perjury in relation to a promis- 
sory note, but in 18S2 the supremo court 
reversed the decision.

enough. She shed tears, and declared 
she had been persuaded to leave home. 
She- appeared to be very contrite, and 
the nieo'ing between her and her 
parents Friday night was very aOticting.

always treated him kindly. Brown is 
about HO years of age.
